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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
label as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper 
understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP §

session initiation request at the SIP server, said session initiation request including a 
circuit switched telephone number and requesting establishment of at least one circuit 
switched conversational bearer, associating the packet switched session with the circuit 
switched telephone number, the SIP server notifying a gateway server of the request to 
establish the circuit switched conversational bearer and the gateway server setting up a 
circuit switched call between the peer user terminals in parallel with the packet switched 
session.
